TO THE UNDER SECRETARY, HOME DEPARTMENT. 

Sir,—TI have the honour to submit my report on the conditions obtaining during 1906 with 
respect to the Vital Statistics of Queensland. 

The recorded facts regarding each of the principal subjects comprised under the designation 
Vital Statistics exhibited during 1906 a most satisfactory improvement on the experience of the previous 
year. Births and marriages were more numerous, whilst deaths were much reduced in number; and 
although the actual migration figures were in favour of 1905, yet, in view of the special deportation of 
Pacific Islanders during the succeeding year, they may be considered as showing a distinct improvement, 
as an investigation, confined to persons of European extraction only, discloses an excess of arrivals in 
1906 against a small loss in 1905. The decrease in deaths was largely due to the fact that the epidemic 
of dengue fever which visited Queensland in 1905 had worked itself out, the mortality from this cause 
in 1906 consisting of a few endemic cases only.

POPULATION. 

Through mistakes arising in connection with migration returns furnished by the Customs 
Department to the various State Statisticians, it has been found that the estimates of population have 
almost invariably been over-stated. With the view of discounting, as far as possible, this tendency to

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On the Ist January, 1906, the population was estimated at 528,048 ; to these, 1,315 ae 
were added during the first quarter, 4,629 between March and June, and 2,207 in the third gee ee 
that the population on 30th September, 1906, was 536,199. During December quarter the ae 
departures more than absorbed all the natural increase, so that there was a loss of Se a tea 0 = 
persons, making the population at the end of the year 535,113, as above stated, or a tota ee 
during the year of 7,065. In connection with this it must be remembered that the official bed ne 
of Pacific Islanders practically commenced during the last three months of 1906, and if coloured aliens 
be excluded from the calculation it is found that the increase in the number of persons of European 
extraction during the year was 9,863, from which, if the natural increase of this section of the 
community—namely, 9,076—be subtracted, the accessions to the population for 1906 amongst Europeans 
which is attributed to migration was 787. It has to be borne in mind that coloured aliens do not 
contribute to the natural increase, furnishing only 135 births last year against 287 deaths.

This gives the population of Australasia at just over 5,000,000, and that for the Commonwealth 
at 4,119,481. 

Of the total population of the federated States, New South Wales’ claimed 37 per cent., 
Victoria 30 per cent., or just over two-thirds of the whole between them. Queensland’s proportion 
was 13 per cent. Of the lastnamed, in each 100 55 were males and 45 were females. In all the 
States the males exceeded the females, although in Victoria it was by a small fraction only. In Western 
Australia the ratios were 59 and 41 respectively. 

In Queensland the disparity between the number of each sex was at one time considerably greater 
than at present, as will be seen from the following statement :—

This table shows to what extent the present position of Queensland with regard to population, and, 
therefore, largely with regard to material progress, is due to immigration. If columns 7 and 12 are 
read down in conjunction, it will be seen that during the four years 1862-5 90 per cent. of the population 
increase was derived from arrivals aud 10 per cent. to natural increase. This was the largest of any 
group of years recorded in the table. During the quinquennium 1881-5, the ratios were 79 and 21 per 
cent., In 1871-5 they were 74 and 26 per cent., and so on. Coming to more recent years, the positions 
are found to be completely reversed, and from 1891 up to the present time the population accessions due 
to migration have been fractional only or, worse still, non-existent, and at times the balances between 
arrivals and departures have resulted in substantial inroads on the excess of births over deaths. 


Of the two contributories to population, increase due to migration, which formerly occupied 
Such an important position, has in recent years given place to natural increase. The following table

It will be observed that the departures exceeded the arrivals by 36, but that the female arrivals 
exceeded the female departures by 367. 


Attention has already been drawn to the fact, which, however, it is perhaps well to reiterate, that 
the deportation of Pacifie Islanders under special Federal statutory authority, has been responsible for 
this excess of departures. Practically the whole of the migration recorded is with the rest of the 
Commonwealth, for there are few facilities from this State for direct foreign passenger traffic. Of the

It will be noted on comparing the figures for the different quarters of the year that the tourist 
has assumed importance in the intereommunication. During the first quarter of the year the arrivals 
exceeded the departures, due, in a great measure, to the return of Queenslanders from their holidays 
in the Southern States. The like excesses in the second and third quarter are largely contributed to by 
the advent of Southern tourists on pleasure bent amidst the attractions of Queensland’s scenery during 
the sunny winter months, thereby avoiding the less genial climate of their own homes. In the December 
quarter the flow sets the other way, residents of this State then proceeding to the South for the summer. 

Two-thirds of the passengers now go by rail. The proportions of the rail to the total traffic for the 
last ten years were as follow :—-

There were 1,212 coloured alien arrivals and 3,858 departures, or an excess of the latter of 2,646. 
The latter figure included 2,124 Pacific Islanders; Chinese decreased by 335, Japanese by 117, Hindoog 
and Cingalese by 185, whilst “Other Asiatic Races” increased by 115. The latter chiefly consisted of 
Papuans coming into the State at Thursday Island, probably for employment in connection with the 
pearling industry, in partial substitution for the departing Japanese.

The quota being 56,833, it will be seen that Queensland would not, at the present time, be entitled 
to au additional member even were there admitted to the “ effective ” population those races now excluded 
under the 25th section of the Federal Constitution Act. The quota for each representative having risen 
from 55,596 in 1905 to 56,833 in 1906, the “ Remainder ” towards the half-quota of 28,416 which would 
entitle Queensland to another representative was 5,381 only. 


MARRIAGES. 


Full particulars respecting marriages celebrated in each district and by each denomination, &c., 
will be found in Tables Nos. VIII to XI. in the Appendix. There were 3,588 marriages registered in 
1906, the greatest number ever recorded in one year in the State, and exceeded the number in 1905 
(3,173) by 415. There were thirteen districts in which the marriages celebrated numbered 100 or over,

The boundaries of the metropolitan district were altered last year; and, making allowance for this, 
the increase in 1906 over 1905 for Brisbane was 189. Of the remaining twelve districts shown in the 
statement ten recorded increases—Mackay, 41; Enoggera, 30; Ipswich, 29; Cairns, 14; Townsville, 12; 
Gympie, 8; West Moreton, 5; Toowoomba, 3; and Kennedy and Maryborough, 1 each. There were 
decreases in Bundaberg and Rockhampton of 24 and 8 respectively. 
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Marriage Rate. 
The marriage rate for 1906—that is, the number of marriages to each 1,000 of the mean 


population—was the most satisfactory recorded since 1900, as may be seen from the following statement, 
which gives the rate for each year since the establishment of official registration :—

The crude marriage rate, although affording a reasonably accurate method of measurement. for 
the same country from year to year, the structural condition of the population remaining fairly constant 
is much less satisfactory for comparisons between different States where varying conjugal and age 
conditions and sex proportions obtain. The extent of this difference with respect to the Commonwealth 
States will be seen from the following table, giving the proportions to the total population of marriageable 
persons of each sex, as disclosed by the 1901 census :—

Thus, taking the total marriageable population into consideration, Queensland, New South Wales, 
South Australia, and Tasmania possessed nearly similar conditions as to conjugal condition and age; 
Victoria and Western Australia also agreeing with one another on these points, but differing materially 
from the other four. When the element of sex is considered, further variations are found. Of the four 
States first named, Queensland had a large excess of marriageable males, and South Australia and 
Tasmania of females; in New South Wales the sexes were about equally divided. As regards the two 
States which were in agreement as to conjugal and age conditions—namely, Victoria and Western 
Australia—in the former only was there an approximate equilisation of the sexes, all fair comparison 
being destroyed by a large preponderance of men in Western Australia. It has sometimes been held that 
the marriage rate is prone to be highest where marriageable males are in a majority. The Australian 
experience for 1906 hardly confirms this, for although in Western Australia, where the highest rate 
obtained, this condition certainly prevailed, yet Queensland, the State next in order in that respect, had 
the lowest rate but one in the Commonwealth, a rate but little in excess of South Australia, and 
considerably less than those of New South Wales and Tasmania, in all three of which marriageable 
Women were actually in the ascendent.

Thus, clergy of the Church of England celebrated 877 marriages; Roman Catholics, 767; 
Methodists, 642; Presbyterians, 487; Baptists, 192; Lutheran, 142; and Congregational, 109. These 
figures were all above the averages for each denomination for the last ten years. The number of civil 
marriages is distinctly on the decline. The marriages contracted before registrars and justices in 1906 
were 183 only; the average for the ten years being 208. 


Specific denominational teaching sits lightly on many shoulders, judging from the relation between 
the number of those who at a census enumeration returu themselves as belonging to the different 
denominations and the number of persons married according to the rites of the same. The following 
table gives information on this subject :—

Thus, whilst members of the Church of England comprised at the last census 37 per cent. of the 
population—and the ratios on this point are not likely to have changed appreciably—only 24 per cent. 
of the marriages celebrated during 1906 were by ministers of that denomination. The like proportions 
for the Reman Catholic Church were 24 and 21 per cent. respectively. On the other hand, ministers of 
the Methodist Church celebrated nearly twice as many marriages as the number of its members in the 
population would lead one to anticipate. And the same position, only in a lesser degree, is found to 
obtain with regard to the Presbyterian denomination. 


Birth places of Persons Married. 
With the cessation of immigration and a numerous native population rapidly arriving at adult 
age, the latter naturally becomes an important contributor to the ranks of the newly married. Full 


particulars as to the birthplaces of husbands and wives married in 1906 will be found in the Appendix, 
Table No, X. 


Of the 7,176 persons married last year 4,609—2,050 men and 2,559 women—were native-born 
Queenslanders. This is almost two-thirds of the total number of husbands and wives. The proportion of 
natives has risen from 7°20 in 1875 to 64°23 last year.

Of the 3,588 men married 122 were returned as under the age of 21 years, 2,355 as between that 
age and 31 years, and 858 between 31 and 40. Husbands over the latter age numbered 253, and 8 of 
these had passed their 70th year—namely, | of 70; 2 of 71; 2 of 73; and 1 each 75, 76, and 84. There 
were 283 husbands who selected wives of the same age as themselves, and 525, or 15 per cent., selected 
partners of even greater age; nor was this phase confined to the quite young men, the proportions at the 
different age groups being—under 21, 48 per cent. ; 21 to 30, 16 per cent.; 31 to 40, 7 per cent.; 41 and 
upwards, 8 per ceut. 


Of the 3,588 wives, 937 were recorded as being under 21 years of age; 1,553 between 21 and 25; 
676 of 26 to 30; 211 of 31 to 35; and 107 of 36 to 40; and 104 being above the latter age. Evidently 
ho woman, on account of her age, need despair of securing a husband, as 1] were married after attaining 
their 60th year; 2 of them over 70, 1 having attained the mature age of 75 years. The instances of 
greatest disparity were those in which husbands of 49, 54, and 64 respectively married girls of 15, 17, 
and 21, and wives of 47 and £3 married young men of 22 and 24.

The figures show for the twenty-six years a slight increase, more pronounced with regard to all 
than to first marriages. Husbands on an average are about five years older than their wives. The mean 
age-of persons married for the first time is about one year below that for all marriages.

Of all men married 3,361, or 94 per cent., were bachelors, and of these 3,206 married spinsters, 
148 married widows, and 7 married divorced women. Of the 225 husbands who were widowers, 159 
married spinsters and 66 married widows. Two divorced men both married spinsters. The mean age of 
all widowers remarried during 1906 was 45 years, and of all widows 39 years. 

There were 12 dissolutions of marriage granted by the Supreme Court during 1906, thus 
furnishing 24 persons capable of being remarried. During the same period 9 persons—2 men and 7 
women—were described as divorced at the time of marriage. Of course, there is not necessarily any 
connection between these figures, still, even after making every allowance for divorcees who either enter or 
leave the State, taken over a series of years, some relation must exist between divorces and the remarriage 
of divorced persons.

Of the 120 persons who signed their marriage certificate by mark last year 62 were men and 58 
were women, the proportions to each 100 marriages being 1°73 for the former and 1°62 for the latter. Of 
the 120, however, 61, or just over half, were aboriginals or coloured aliens, so that the measure of complete 
illiteracy amongst persons of European extraction would be considerably below 1 per cent. 
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BIRTHS. 
Although 1906 witnessed a substantial increase in the number of births registered over the figures 
of the previous year, yet the record was by no means too satisfactory, as it was below that of each of five 
of the preceding ten years.

N.B.—The area of the Brisbane Registry District was extended during 1906. 
In 14 out of the 19 districts increases were recorded. Passing Brisbane, where the large 
increase of 549 births was chiefly due to an enlargement of the boundaries of that district, the most 
important increase-—-69—was at Mount Morgan, followed by Cairns, 62; Logan, 61. The only decrease 
exceeding 50 was at Charters Towers (Kennedy), with 59. In 1905 the female exceeded the male births 
in 6 districts, and in 1906 in I district only, the ratios of female to male births for the whole State 
being—1905 95°27, and 1906 92°57, the lowest recorded since 1870. The proportions for each of the last

The highest proportion of females during the ten years was 97°39 in 1904; this has only 
been exceeded on five occasions since 1884, when the births for the first time exceeded 10,000 in number.

DEATHS. 

The experience for the year 1906 was, with regard to mortality statisties, the most favourable on 
record. The number of deaths registered—5,095—being the fewest in the State since 1883, and the 
death rate—i.e., the proportion borne by the deaths to each 1,000 of the mean population—were the 
lowest ever recorded. The following table shows the number of deaths and the death rate for each of the 
last ten years:

Thus, while the total death rate was 9°56, that of European extraction was only 9°37, the greatly 
increased mortality amongst the coloured races—although these only comprised about 4 per cent. of the 
population—causing the difference. The death rate per 1,000 coloured aliens was 14°62; that amongst 
Pacific Islanders being as high as 22°69. 


The Queensland death rate for 1906 was lower than that for any other State of the Commonwealth.

Of the total deaths 2,131, or 42 per cent., were of persons born in Queensland. The proportion 
of Queensland born in the population was approximately 57.

Amongst males in 1906, every class showed a decrease on 1905, except that which relates to 
domestic service. The incompleteness of the figures respecting females is at once seen. It will be at 
once evident, when the large number of women following commercial pursuits is considered, that more 
than 8 of such must have died throughout Queensland in 1906. Relatives of young women when they 
die frequently return their occupation as “domestic duties,” thereby implying the abstaining from any 
definite employment, although prior to their last illness they may have been wage-earners.

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The deaths within the 10-mile radius numbered 1,311, or nearly 26 per cent., of the total deaths of 
the State. The death rate of 10°00 per 1,000 is an exceedingly favourable one, being only O44 per 1,000 
greater than for the whole of Queensland. This rate, moreover, is augmented by deaths in the various 
public institutions, a considerable number of which are of persons coming from outside the area, and, 
therefore, not belonging to its population. This circumstance also explains the varying rates found to 
obtain in component parts of the metropolitan area shown in the table. 

Of the 1,311 deaths which took place within greater Brisbane, 429, or 33 per cent., were 
contributed by inmates of hospitals and other kindred institutions.

DEATHS BY AGES. 
Infant Mortality. 

It is satisfactory to note that the very favourable condition obtaining in 1906 with regard to 
general mortality was largely due to the improved condition respecting the deaths of the very young. 
The true infantile mortality—that is, the ratio of deaths of children under | year to each 100 of the 
total births—was for 1906 the lowest ever recorded. The proportion of such deaths for each of the last

The figures in the third and sixth columns represent the population numbers as nearly as they 
can be arrived at of children of 2 and 5 years of age respectively. They are based on the facts as at the 
last census, and are incorrect now to whatever extent the age condition of the population has changed 
since that date. As population additions since then have consisted largely of the excess of births over 
deaths, the population ratios here given are manifestly below the truth, but, for comparison, are 
sufficiently accurate. Taking children under 2 years of age, comparing Maryborough, with a ratio 
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between deaths of that age and total deaths of 13, and Enoggera, with a ratio of 46, the Ce aang 
very pronounced. A slight modification of the latter ratio is, however, necessary to make the 
comparison a fair one, as there were relatively more children under 2 years in Enoggera than me 
Maryborough. With adjustment, the ratio for the former would stand at 44 per cent. The edie 
Mount Morgan, Gympie, and Charters Towers show ratios of 32, 27, and 24 respectively, but then the 
agricultural districts of Bundaberg and Toowoomba give averages of 33 and 28.

It affords food for grave reflection that, whilst the total deaths, including the young, whose heavy 
mortality we deprecate, and the very old, to whom death is a natural sequence, numbered last year less 
than 10 out of each 1,000 of the population ; yet, with the very young, whose natural order of evolution 
should surely be to live, the death rate was as high as 76 per 1,000, or seven and a-half times that of the 
total population, and nearly as great as that of old people between the ages of 70 and 75.

The theory of this compilation is the abnormal and varying age condition of the populations of 
many countries which prevents a fair comparison of the mortality when reduced to ratios of the 
population. 


It will be seen that the resulting correction gives the death index for Queensland at 13°30.

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There were 1,047 children under 1 year of age who died during 1906; this was 18 more than . 
the previous year, but, with that exception, was the lowest since 1881. In 1904 there were only 1,072 
deaths of infants of the like age. The great reduction in the number of such deaths is reflected 1n the 
increased mean age for all deaths, as shéwn in the last column but one of the table. The mean ages for 
the past four years were—1903, 32°42; 1904, 34°65; 1905, 37°38; and 1906, 37°31. Further valuable 
information as to ages at death may be gathered from the Appendix, where very full details are tabulated 
from some of the tables. It would appear that amongst the young, deaths are more numerous 1n the 
summer months. This is not so much due to direct climatic causes as dietetic. With infants largely 
dependant upon milk it is difficult, although not impossible, to keep this article in a fit state for 
consumption. Older children also suffer from the various complaints attendant upon a too liberal 
consuinption of fruit, plentiful at this season, and that, too, not infrequently in an unfit condition for 
eating. In the former case parents will not take the trouble necessary to keep the milk sweet, and, in 
the latter, fail to exercise the necessary supervision, and many children die in consequence.

Class 1—General Diseases—which in 1906 embraced 37 per cent. of all deaths, refers to such 
causes as are recognised as due to external influences, the results not being necessarily confined to any one 
portion of the anatomy. Class I1.—Local Diseases—as the term expresses, relates to causes not at 
present, at least, admitted as belonging to Class I., and which are scheduled according to the part of the 
body affected. These comprised practically hali—49 per cent.—of all deaths. Class III. is reserved for 
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causes that might arise which, not admitted—perhaps only for the time being—to Class I., would, as 
affecting more than one part of the anatomy, be ineligible for “Local Diseases.” There were none such 
in either of the years 1903 to 1906. Classes IV. and V., which included 4 and 9 per cent. of all deaths, 
are from their very description self-explanatory. 

Appendix Tables, XVII. to end, afford the fullest information as to the various causes from 
which the 5,095 deaths returned during 1906 resulted. These tables, from want of space, include in one 
column the deaths of all persons over 75 years of age. The following table, giving further particulars 
respecting the deaths of aged persons, is appended :—

There were 454 deaths of persons over 75 years of age recorded during 1906; of these, 284 were 
males and 170 were females. The very indefinite term “old age” was recorded on the death certificates 
with respect to 108, or 24 per cent., of the 454 deaths. The most fatal of the definite causes appearing on 
the record was bronchitis, to which were attributed the deaths of 37 of these old people—26 males and 
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11 females—followed by valvular heart disease, 
and prostate disease, each 18; cancer, &e., 17;

The centenarian was described as 108 years and 11 months old, and there appears no sufficient 
reason to justify doubt on the point; he was well known, and maintained his faculties to the last, and 
had always stated the year 1798 as that of his birth.

There were 458 deaths from this cause in 1902, 402 in 1903, 410 in 1904, and 397 in 1905, so that 
the experience for last year was 97 better than that for the first year of the quinquennium. Pulmonary 
tuberculosis can no longer be regarded as largely an imported disease, as by far the larger number of 
those succumbing to its attacks were persons of long residence. In 1906, 216, or 60 per cent., of the 
persons dying from these causes had been upwards of twenty years in Queensland; 44, or another 
12 per cent., had been more than fifteen years here; and 25 and 29 had been of upwards of ten and five 
years’ residence respectively. Many important discoveries have been made in recent years respecting 
this terrible complaint, and much has in consequence been done to reduce the risks of infection, and to 
ameliorate and modify the consequence even when once contracted, but much yet remains to be 
accomplished. The more recent addition to scientific knowledge on the subject, which has resulted in 
what is known as the “opsonic” treatment of the disease, would appear to offer hope of a more successful 
method of dealing with tuberculosis than has hitherto obtained. Pulmonary and laryngeal tuberculosis 
were responsible for 7 per cent. of all deaths. Deaths due to tuberculosis of other parts than the 
respiratory system are also specially tabulated with respect to duration of residence.

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Although showing a much larger proportion of deaths of those only a short while in the State, 
this fact has no significance, as these cases comprise almost all instances in which tuberculosis attacks the 
very young, such as tabes, &e. 


Gastro Hnteritis—It was the reduction in the number of deaths due to this complaint that was so 
pronounced a feature in the mortality experience of 1904 and 1905. In 1903, 433 deaths were attributed 
to this cause. Last year the registrations numbered 309, which, although 124 fewer than those for 1903, 
exceeded the results for the two following years by 54 in 1904 and 59 in 1905. This cause last year 
contributed 6 per cent. of all deaths. 


Carcinoma, d&e—The deaths due to this cause fluctuate very considerably ; responsible for 297 
deaths in 1904; the number rose to 351 in 1905, and fell again to 292 last year. But little advance has 
yet been made in the knowledge of the causation of these diseases, notwithstanding the special 
investigations that have been made under the auspices of the Cancer Research 
following table, giving the parts affected in each fatal case recorded |

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With males the most frequent seat of attack was the stomach, 45 cases being thus certified, besides 
three others in which the liver was also implicated. The liver was given on the certificate in 28 instances, 
there were also 6 cases in which that organ was combined with some other part of the body. With 
females the reproductive organs are most subject to this disease; the uterus alone contributed 27, and, 
with other organs, 4 deaths; the stomach, liver, and breasts were each attacked in 12 cases. a 

Valvular Disease and Endocarditis (non-inf ective).—These diseases were fourth on the list in order 
of degree of fatality, and were responsible for 230 deaths, the numbers for the two previous years being 
190 in 1904 and 252 in 1905, the figures for 1906 showing an increase on the former and a decrease on 
the latter. 

Premature Birth.—There were 200 deaths attributed to this cause last year, or a proportion to 
the total births of 14 per 1,000. This was considerably more than in either of the two preceding years, 
the numbers then being 175 in 1904 and 149 in 1905. The figures for 1906 amount to 4 per cent. of the 
total deaths, and it seems doubtful if expectant mothers are as careful as their condition demands. 

Old Age.—This very indefinite and unsatisfactory cause was returned on 179 occasions in 1906, or 
17 less than in 1905, but in 66 more than in 1904. Of all deaths of persons upwards of 60 years of age 
12 per cent. were returned on the certificates as due to this cause, and just double that ratio, or 24 per 
cent., with respect to all over 75 years of age. This is a great deal better than the conditions at one time 
obtaining, but is not so satisfactory as to leave no room for improvement. 
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Bright's Disease (Chronic) caused 176 in 1906, or four less than in 1903, but 23 and 16 more ars 
in 1904 and 1905 respectively. Although the experience of the four years quoted exhibit oe 
fluctuations, yet a study of the figures, actual and relative, for a number of years, points to a gradua 
increase in the frequency of this—at present—incurable complaint. : 

Pnewmonia, the most fatal of the local diseases attacking the respiratory system, caused 167 
deaths during 1906, a marked decrease on the numbers for either of the three preceding years, which 
were as follow :—1903, 256; 1904, 205; and 1905, 228. Of course, these figures do not include all cases 
in which pneumonia was given on the certificate, it being the rule that where this complaint is the 
sequel of some other dangerous disease the death is classed to the primary cause. 

Bronchitis, a frequent cause of death amongst old people, was returned in 146 cases, thus 
contributing 2°87 per cent. of all deaths. This was approximately the same as in the three immediately 
previous years. ; 

Drowning (Accident)—There was a great increase last year in the number of deaths due to this 
cause, the figures for recent years being—1903, 97; 1904, 73; 1905, 70; and 1906, 102. Although 
the cyclone which visited the north-eastern seaboard resulted in a few fatalities, the additional number of 
deaths from drowning were generally distributed throughout the State. , 

Convulsions.—This very indefinite term was used on 90 occasions last year, and it is satisfactory 
to note that this is a marked decrease on previous experience, and leads to the hope that the time is not 
distant when it will cease to appear on medical certificates. In 1903, 1904, and 1905 there were 177, 
139, and 116 deaths so returned, thus the figure for 1906 was but little more than half that for 1903, 
and those for the two intermediate years showed a gradual decrease towards that for the former year. 

Diarrhea.—this is largely a disease of children, especially of the very young during the period 
of teething. It caused 89 deaths in 1906, or 27 more than in 1905, and 1 more than in 1904. Diarrhoea 
also frequently accompanies or is a symptom of other infantile complaints, and when so returned the 
death is classed to the latter. 

Enteric Fever.—This is perhaps the most preventable of all diseases, as it is almost invariably 
due to a disregard of sanitary requirements. Although the mortality from this cause in 1906—88—was 
only very little below that for either of the two immediately preceding years, yet it was less than half 
that for 1903, when 189 deaths were recorded. Experiments are in progress, so far with most hopeful 
results, with a view of testing the efficacy of vaccinating for enteric. This complaint is more an infectious 
than a contagious disease, and, as already stated, ought not to exist under the ordinary conditions of 
civilised life, and, therefore, vaccination is little likely to come into general practice, as in connection 
with a highly contagious disease like smallpox. As a protection, however, of those who are unavoidably 
brought into contact with conditions favourable to the contraction of enteric fever, such a prophylactic 
would prove invaluable. 

Childbirth—There were 36 deaths in 1906, due to the various accidents of childbirth, the number 
in the previcus year being 43. The age and the previous issue of the women who so died last year were 
as follow :— 
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Ten of the 36 deaths were those of primipare, the youngest aged 19 and the eldest 39; 20, or 
56 per cent., were women over 30 years of age, and 12 were already the mothers of five or more children.
